Supervisors Ask the Highway 
Commissioners to Resign. 


Three to Two (Majority 


Makes Request. | 


Caustic Letter of Chairman 


Read in Meeting. 


_A majority of the members of the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday adopt- 
ed resolutions requesting the High- 
way Commissioners to resign ih & 


The request is an eytgrowth of the 
conflict between the two bodies re- 
garding the retaining of the present 
chief engineer and the employment of 
a new one. 

The resolution was adopted follow~ 
ing the reading of a letter of Chair- 
-man Pridham addressed to tir board, 
part it follows: 

PRIDHAM'S LETTER. 
“The County Highway Commission 
has filed with your honorable beard a 
communication criticising. the Board 
of Supervisors for employing 8° com- 
petent engineer for the maintenance 
of the county highways... 

“In. answer to this ¢eriticism T de- 
sire td state that during the month of 
June, 1910, the directors of the Aute- 
mobile Club of Los Angeles county, 
having a membership of 1800 and con- 
sisting of our leading citizens and 
largest taxpayers, invited the ard 
of Supervisors and the County HMigh- 
way Commission to a conference con- 
eerning the manner in whith the 
county highways were being bullt un- 
bend issue, 

“At this conference it Was wnat 
mous that the Supervisors should #e- 
cure the servicer of a practical high- 
way construction engineer to supervise 
the construction of county highways. 

The automobile club agreed to look 
up such a man at their own expense, 
and the Supervisors authorised them 
to do so, and agreed that a salary of 
$10,000 a year would not be excessive 
to a man who could bulld roads which 
would ‘be permanent. 

“The automobile club induced Mr. F, 
H. Joyner to come to Los Angelen, 
und after going over the roads with 
Mr. Joyner, the members of the Board 
of Supervisors and. directors of the 
automobile: chub were convinced that 
Mr. Joyner was the man they were 
looking for, and an agreement was 
entered into, employing Mr,.Joyner at 
a salary of $6000 per year.
